Rocky Mountain Synod Theological Conference in Colorado Springs. 

> Ed Broestl reported on the 3-day event that he and Pastor Dan attended J anuary 25-28, 2010. 

> There were questions from brothers and sisters in the RMS about FCLC (Pastor Dan and Ed) attending the 
conference. The rumor mill: "Is FCLC leaving the ELCA?" 

> Both Dan and Ed replied to the questions and comments that "...we are praying about how God is calling us 
into ministry. 

> David Louse, Luther Seminary professor, taught that "preaching" is telling the story of Christ. Show how to 
teach with stories. 

> Carrie Newcomer, musician. Taught that music parallels scripture: how to write a sermon and how to 
write a song. 

> Art forms portray Christ in many ways. 

> CORE affiliation: 

1. Congregation must be part of a church (body) 

2. Congregations must be part of Lutheran belief system (Apostles' Creed) 

3. A congregation cannot be a part of two (2) governances. 

Update to Bylaws and Constitution. 

> Miles requested permission to draft amendments to our (FCLC) Constitution for revisions. 

1. Will incorporate CORE basic principles. 

2. Anything the Constitution Committee drafts will always be brought to Council first. 

> Craig noted that this is a good first step. The more we can incorporate into the Bylaws (up front) the 
better because it only takes one (1) meeting for approval. 

> The Council tasked Miles and the Constitution Committee with putting some recommendations together. 

> Approval process: 

1. Bylaws require 50%of the quorum 

2. Constitution requires 2/ 3 of the quorum.

> Brit has been talking with Alicia Stover about starting up the SNS (Saturday Night at Stover's) for FCLC 
youth at her home. Probably beginning March 13 th . This will become part of 7-Ten Ministry for Fellowship. 

> Looking at places for a back-to-school event in the fall: a concert venue with open stage before the big 
show. Maybe another event at Anderson farms. 

> Brit Windel has been invited to attend the Simply Youth Ministry Conference in Chicago. Will be working 
with different speakers and be on Staff for the week of February 25 through March 1, 2010. 2,000 youth 
pastors and leaders from all over the US will be attending. 

> Gearing up for the Spaghetti dinner and silent auction on February 26 th . 

> Brit is praying and brainstorming about how and where to begin in getting our students to be more involved 
with the church and youth group on either Wednesday or Sunday. Looking at what model will work with and 
go together with equipping our leaders to engage our students and parents.
